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INTRODUCTION 


In presenting to you this catalog of high-class herd bulls, I do so with the profound conviction 
that I have reached the point in my breeding career when I realize the importance of a good herd 
bull, The years I have spent on the Pleasant Valley Stock Farm have been devoted to the building 
up of what many noted critics are good enough to say is one of the best herds of Shorthorns in 
America.

Even aiter I had decided these vital points I yet realized that one of the most important fea- 
tures was yet to follow—and that was to be able to select a bull that had the appearance that makes 
it certain in my mind that he would be a producer of high-class cattle. 


I appreciate the fact that all these things are hard to find in one bull, and even after finding that 
he possessed all these qualifications there was a chance of meeting with the disappointment that the 
breeder who owned him would not want to dispose of the animal. 


There are but few breeders who do not realize the importance of a sire, for they have estimated 
his yalue time and again by computing the excess value that would be placed on one crop of 
calves from their good herd of cows, bred to one of the best bulls in the United States. 


Fair Acres Sultan proved a valuable asset to the Pleasant Valley Stock Farm. His valuable son’s 
that are now heading the prominent herds of the United States and South America are proving them- 
selves great sires. The winning of Fair Acres Sultan’s get has attracted no little attention amongst 
the best breeders in the United States, Scotland, Canada and South America.

But the use of twin sires in the 
same herd remained for H. C. Lookabaugh to show the world, a masterful stroke, unique, unparalleled 
and never before attempted by a breeder. Fair Acres Sultan and Snowbird’s Sultan exemplify that 
principle in the law of breeding that prepotency is inherent and is decendent from sire to son.

With the discernment of a 
genius and the judgment of a master breeder, herd bulls have been picked for service at Pleasant Val- 
ley Stock Farm. There is Avondale’s Choice, the thick. massive son of the great Avondale and there 
is Watonga Searchlight of captivating type; and here in reserve, are two of the sons of Fair Acres 
Sultan, namely. Second Fair Acres Sultan, the fac-simile of the celebrated grand sire, Whitehall
